On Sunday hundreds of people
went out to sce the big Yellow river
dredge which had come down the
river nearly to the dam. By foot
by buggy and aunto they kept going
all day lon=. There was not much
to see excepi the big dredge its:lf,
for the water just above the dam
was too deep for any dredging to be
done. This interesting part of the
great work therefore could not be
seen. .

Monday morning the bir maehine
floated down stream and shortly be-
fore noon began to diz out the dam.
Workmen say it will take three or
four davs to elean out th's old break-
water.The bizg shovel is eatinz
its way into the work slowly but
surely and will be kept at it night
and day until eompleted.

The first shovelfuls were dumped
into the mouth of the race and the
flow of water there was soon stop
ped and turned into the rezular

channel.
After the dam is out and the
water goes down, there will be

some dredging to be done above the
dam, where the water is now tor
deep for digging. Althouzh the
big dredge-boat takes a draft of
about nine feet of water it did not
touch the bottom of the river.

Figures from the Census Burean's
Latest Special Report on the
Industry

Statisties of the fisheries of the
state of Indiana are eontained in the
fortheoming special U.S.Census re-
port on the general census of the
Fisheries of the United States for
the year 1908, prepared under the
direction of Mr. Will'am M.Stenat,
chief statistican for mannifactures,
Census Bureau.

The fisheries of Indiana are earr-
(led on in Lake Michigan, the Ohio
River and its tributaries, the Wa.
bash, White, and other rivers. The
| value of the fishery produets in 1908
| was $223.000; the ecapital, $74,000;
while the number of persons employ-
ed was 986,

The reeent development of mussel
fisheries has eaused a reaetion from
the deerease in produets noticeable in
1899 when the value was only $72,000
and the number of persons emploved
exelusive of shoremen was 459. Of
the total eapital invested in 1908,
'$51,000 was employed in the Lake
| Michigan distriet and $24,000 in the
'Ohio River distriet.
